MOURNERS may have to queue for 
30 hours to see the Queen’s coffin. 

A million members of the public are 
expected to travel to London to pay their 
final respects to Her Majesty. 

Her body will lie in state at the Palace of 
Westminster from tomorrow afternoon. 

But people are being warned they may 
have to wait for hours - possibly overnight. 

And there will be little chance to rest, as 
the queue will be continuously moving. 

Culture Secretary Michelle Donelan said: 
“Queues could be up to 30 hours as we are 
obviously expecting and planning for 
unprecedented demand.” 

Everyone attending will have to go 
through airport-style security. They will only 
be allowed to bring one small bag and will 
have to switch off their phone. 

They will also have to be silent inside the 
palace and wear respectful clothes. 

Transport chiefs fear London could be 
swamped with people travelling to pay their 
final respects. Network Rail has warned of 
“anprecedented demand’, 
and hotels have reported a 
surge in bookings. 

Royal fan Vanessa 
Nanthakumaran, from 
Harrow, was among the 
first people to line up to 
pay their respects - 48 
hours before the queue 
opens at 5pm tomorrow. 

The 56-year-old said: “I

The Government is not flush enough to give out any 
cash so local authorities are having to cut back. 

And toilet tsar Raymond Martin claims charging des- 
perate punters £1 to go for a wee could earn councils mil- 
lions of pounds in extra revenue. 

Mr Martin, MD of the British Toilet Association, said: 
“Money is just going to get tighter and tighter and the 
crisis is going to have a significant impact on toilets. I 
think the days of the free toilet are gone. 

“If you pay £2.50 for a coffee, £1.50 for a croissant or 
£1.95 for a sausage roll, why not £1 to go to the toilet?” 

There are also fears if councils cannot afford to clean 
them properly our bogs — 
could be a_ breeding 
ground for killer viruses. 

Mr Martin added: “If you 
let toilets get dirty there is a 
danger behind it - costs are 
going to rise but if we don’t 
clean them we are actually 
putting lives at risk. 

“Toilets are essential. We 
don’t need people defecat- 
ing in the street.”

IF it’s true what they’re saying 
about BBC Radio 2 - that its 
older listeners are deserting 
it in droves - then you won’t 
find Graham Dene and his col- 
leagues complaining. 

Graham hosts the breakfast show 
on Boom Radio, a station whose 
whole purpose is to entertain that 60- 
plus so-called Boomer generation. 

The way he sees it, the Beeb’s loss 
can be Boom’s gain, helping it grow 
bigger still. 

“There are something like eight mil- 
lion disenchanted Radio 2 listeners 
out there, of our age, who don’t yet 
know about us,’ says Graham, 73, who 
worked on Liverpool’s Radio City be- 
fore hosting the breakfast show on 
London’s Capital in the 70s and 80s. 

“Our task is to keep spreading the 
word. We're here to fill that Radio 2 
void.” That void, it seems, is the result 
of BBC bosses chasing a younger 
audience. Hence the departure of old- 
er Radio 2 presenters such as Steve 
Wright and Paul O’Grady. 

“The BBC have chosen to take a dif- 
ferent route,’ says Graham. “That’s up 
to them. But it’s ironic that they do this

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just as they’re making the over-75s 
start paying the licence fee.’ 

For a station set up only last year, 
Boom is already, well, booming. 

It had 336,000 weekly listeners 
across the second quarter of this year, 
according to official ratings. That’s 
44% up on last year. 

“For a station like ours,’ says 
Graham, “which doesn’t have deep 
pockets, that’s very rewarding.” 

Unlike many nostalgia-based set- 
ups, Boom plays a vast and refresh- 
ingly unpredictable range of music, 
freed from rigid playlists, focus groups 
and the like. 

“Mostly it’s from the 60s and 70s,” 
says Graham, “but sometimes we'll 
play something far more recent - and 
sometimes we'll play something old- 
er, because it reminds our listeners of 
their parents or grandparents. ‘Every 
song a surprise’ is what we say.” 

Even so, Graham describes his own 
tastes as fairly traditional. “My kids 
will put on something like Capital Xtra 
and it actually upsets me,” he admits, 
“because some of it is so obscene. 

“When some dreadful rap record 
comes on, my son will say to me, ‘Oh, 
what a great tune!’ But there’s no tune 
there. And as for the lyrics, at one 
point they'd have never been allowed 
on the radio.” 

Boom Radio is available on 
DAB, smart speakers, online or 
via its phone and tablet app.

British military hero the Duke 
of Wellington. 

Dubbed the “Iron Duke”, he 
famously secured victory over 
the French Emperor Napoleon 
at the Battle of Waterloo in 
1815. 

But he had a very 

colourful life away from 
the battlefield — like many 
other of the nation’s famous 
military commanders. 

Here JAMES MOORE 
reveals some of their 
fascinating little-known back 
stories...

NOT only hailed a hero for 
helping to end the Napoleonic 
wars the Duke of Wellington, 
born Arthur Wellesley, also 
became Prime Minister. 

He even fought a duel while 
in office — in 1829 — with the 
Earl of Winchilsea, who’d 
insulted him. 

They both missed, perhaps 
on purpose. 

Ironically, Wellington was 
actually known for his poor 
aim with a gun, once acciden- 
tally shooting a woman doing 
the laundry outside her 
cottage while on a hunting 
trip. 

Despite his tough image he 


wept over his soldiers’ deaths. 


He also loved playing 
cricket, gambling and even 
flamenco dancing. 

The Duke was a great wit 
too. Asked by a vicar if there 


was anything he wished his 
sermon to be about he replied: 
“Yes... about 10 minutes.” 

Unhappily married, he made 
plenty of conquests away from 
the battlefield, using brothels 
and bedding a string of 
society beauties. 

One of Napoleon’s lovers 
even said he was the better in 
the sack. 

He famously said “publish 
and be damned?” to a mistress 
who threatened to expose him 
in her memoirs. 

The Duke died on 
September 14, 1852, aged 83, 
and was buried in St Paul’s 
Cathedral following a state 
funeral. 

He gave his name to the 
Wellington boot and Beef 
Wellington - though he 
actually preferred mutton to 
dine on. 
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WITH his fighting spirit and trademark 
beret, Bernard Montgomery was the 
most charismatic British general of 
wwe. 

He led the Eighth Army to victory 
over the Germans at the Battle of El 
Alamein in October 1942, helping to 
turn the tide of the war against the 
Nazis in North Africa. 

Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
heralded it the “end of the beginning” 

But the short and squeaky voiced 
Monty was certainly eccentric. 

Nicknamed “monkey” at school, he 
set light to another military cadet’s shirt 
tails and once organised a football 
match against visiting Germans, ruth- 
lessly defeating them 40-nil. 

He didn’t drink, smoke or show 
much interest in romance - failing to 
woo a woman on a beach by drawing 
plans of how he would deploy his tanks 
in the sand. At 38, he finally married a 
widow who died 10 years later from an 
infected insect bite. 

He loved dogs, cheekily naming his 
spaniel Rommel, after the German 
general, and a fox-terrier Hitler, after 
the dictator. 

Monty, who died at 88 in 1976, is said 
to have inspired the expression “Full 
Monty” after his habit of starting every 
day with a full English breakfast. 

He also gave his nickname to the 
comedy troupe Monty Python. 


ADMIRAL Lord Nelson 
famously crushed the Franco- 
Spanish fleet at the Battle of 
Trafalgar in 1805, despite 
overwhelming odds. 

Tragically 47-year-old 
Horatio was killed by a 
sniper’s bullet while on deck 
of the HMS Victory. 

His body came back to 
Britain in a barrel of brandy. 

He was buried at St Paul’s 
Cathedral and London’s 
Nelson’s Column was built in 
his honour. 

He’d always been brave, 
having lost his right eye in 
action and then an arm, 
amputated without 
anaesthetic. 

But away from the high 
seas - which made him 


seasick — the naval hero had a 
tempestuous love life. 

Despite being married to 
wife Fanny, he began a 
scandalous and public affair 
with actress Emma Hamilton, 
with the knowledge of her 
ageing ambassador husband, 
Sir William. 

After she became pregnant 
with Nelson’s daughter 
Horatia, the three even lived 
together in a bizarre ménage 
a trois until William’s death. 

Although Nelson was 
technically still married, the 
pair exchanged rings before 
he left for Trafalgar. 

Sadly, despite the Admiral 
asking the nation to look after 
her, Emma would die 
penniless. 
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SIR Francis Drake was the first 
Englishman to circumnavigate the 
globe. 

But he is best remembered for 
famously coming to the nation’s 
rescue by securing victory over the 
Spanish Armada in 1588, thwarting 
their invasion. 

A favourite of Queen Elizabeth I, 
he was also a privateer nicknamed 
“The Dragon” by the Spanish, who 
thought witchcraft was behind his 
success at sea. 

Less well known is that he also 
investigated crimes and helped 
convict a killer. 

In 1581 Drake returned to his 
native Devon, becoming Mayor of 
Plymouth and later oversaw the 
county’s judiciary. 

In 1591 he and other magistrates 
quizzed Tavistock murder suspect 
Eulalia Page, accused of murdering 
her husband so she could run off 
with a younger man. 

She would end up convicted and 
burned at the stake. 

Drake himself died of dysentery 
while on a voyage off the coast of 
Panama five years later and was 
buried at sea in a lead coffin. 


ARCHAEOLOGIST-turned-army- 
intelligence-officer TE Lawrence 
would end up going into battle himself 
during WW1 to help lead an Arab 
revolt against the Ottoman Empire. 

He took part without any military 
training and wore Arab clothes, hence 
his later nickname “Lawrence of 
Arabia’: 

Lawrence was born out of wedlock 
and only found out that his mum and 
dad had pretended to be married after 
his father’s death. 

Despite his taste for adventure, 
Lawrence never seems to have had a 
relationship. Some historians have 
suggested he was secretly gay. 

Lawrence loved motorbikes and 
died in 1935, in Dorset, when he 
crashed one of his seven machines, 
after swerving to avoid two boys on 
bicycles.

OLLIE ROBINSON has 
promised to be even fitter 
to take on the challenge of 
Pakistan after returning to 
the England side in a blaze of 
glory. 

Robinson picked up the player-of- 
the-match gong at The Oval after 
starring in the last two games which 
England won to take the series against 
South Africa. 

Robinson was hauled over the coals 
for his lack of fitness in Australia, where 
he struggled to stay on the field and 
maintain his quality day after day and 
spell after spell. 

He also toured the West Indies 
without ever getting on to the field, 
much to the dismay of his team-mates 
and coaches. 

But with captain Ben Stokes (inset) 
giving him a few home truths and 
urging him to get the hard work done 
to make his body fit for purpose, the 
28-year-old is reaping the rewards and 
is set to have a big role to play when the 
team tour Pakistan for the first time in 
17 years this winter. 

“It’s been tough and I’ve been in a 
dark place at times but the hard work I 
put in over the past six months has 
allowed me to enjoy the last two weeks 
more than I would have before,” said 
Robinson, whose 5-49 in the firstinnings 
set England on course for victory. 

“A year ago I would have felt sore, but 
I feel good, like I could bowl again. I feel 
in a much better place in that sense and 
the ball has been coming out nicely. 

“I’ve not toured Pakistan before so it 
will be interesting to see what the ball 
does. I have eight weeks to learn about 
the balls, the surfaces and their players. 

“T’'ll have a week off to try to get even 
fitter for that Pakistan trip. It will be 
harder out there, conditions will be 
tougher. So I’ll push on.” 

Robinson will also be 
calling on the experience of 
others who know what it is 
like to bowl in Pakistan.
